“He went up to rock-ribbed Maine, 
you know, where prohibition doesn't 
prohibit,” she continued. “ Ever hear 
that before? 
Tile only reason pro­ 
hibition doesn’t prohibit is because 
New York and New Hampshire are 
so ‘wet’ that they slop over. 
But 
listen! 
W hat did he find— that two 
and a half more sound ballies are 
born in ‘dry’ territory than in ‘wet.’ 
Therefore, it is up to you mothers 
and those who expect to lie mothers 
to move to ‘dry’ territory because 
it is better for your business.

Bethlehem and Maplewood for relief 
from the onslaught of sneezing and 
weeping. 


While Rev. Roberts is hailed as 
the ‘‘Main 
Sneezer” 
of 
the 
Hay 
Fever Association curiously enough 
he is not a “sneezer.”

thirty-five years of this popular or­ 
ganization the office of the president 
was filled by a qualified veteran, Ex-

London; July 17: 
(By Mail.)— 


The only way in which England can 
hope to conquer Germany is by con- 
scription—"national service" as he 
calls it—says the Rt. Rev. Michael 
Fursc, Bishop of Pretoria, in ft letter 
written just after his return to Lon- 
don from a month's visit among the 
British troops in Northern France 
and Flanders. 


He paints a gloomy picture of the 


present situation, due to the lamen- 
table lack of munitions as well as 
men on the British front. But for 
the spirit of the individual soldier he 
has only words of praise. 


"I never doubted that the spirit of 


our troops," he says "was as fine as 
I ha'd been told ft was; lint never 
realized what this incnnt until I had 
lived in it and with it. It is amaz- 


;, and all Ihe more so when you 


realize that this spirit is there in 
spite of the fact that the men who 
show it feel in their bones that 
somehow the nation is not backing 
Iliein as the nation could and should 
The reason is not far to seek. 


"After fighiing desperately day 


and night for days and weeks, with 
frightful losses, the men who are 
left are dog tired and need a rest. 
When Ihey are 'pulled out' to get 
this rest, and after three days are 
seen hack into the firing line again, 
the only conclusion they can draw is 
that there are not 
enough' troops 


available to take their places. 


"When, night after night and day 


after day, the men in the trenches 
know that for every one hand gren- 
ade or rifle or trench motar bomb 
which they throw at the enemy they 
will get back in answer anything 
from five to ten, then the conclusion 
thc.y draw, is also obvious—namely, 
that the nation does not somehow 
realize the situation, or say it does, 
has not made it its business to sup- 
ply what is necessary

whatever happens. 


"So it is; but it will not win the 


war alone. It is this spirit, hacked 
by guns and high explosives—legiti- 
mate munitions of war—which 
is 


going to smash this enemy of ours, 
and nothing else. Let no one think 
that we are going to ,do it by de- 
scending to the level of the German 
Imperial Staff and using any sort of 
gas. 
This talk of reprisals by gas 


(perhaps next, we shall hear of re- 
prisals by* poisoning 
water .sup- 


plies!) is simply another method of 
chloroforming the nation and blind- 
ing its eyes to the real issue. 


"The British sdldier might well 


ask: 
"Why should 1 l>e punished 


be allowed to strike and then be ca- 
joled into going back to work by the 
special visit of a Cabinet Minister 
and the promise of extra pay? Why 
should I have to stick it out, night 
after night and day day, in water 
and mud up to my knees, when the 
other fellow (who is only doing an- 
other part of the same job) can 
make his own . conditions as 
to 


hours of work?' 


"But the men at the front 
are 


cheery because the consciences arc 
at rest. They know they have done 
are going the right thing. When the 
whole nations knows itself to be un- 
der orders, and knows that it is do- 
ing the right thing, we shall see the 
same spirit of gay surrender at 
home. 


"National Service will be welcom- 


ed once the nation learns the truth 
that thousands of the finest and 
most gallant lives that the Empire 
has ever produced are being thrown 
away because the nation has not yet 
realized that it is at war.

'Amid much thnt is terrible and de- 


pressin-r in the last twelve months, 
this stands out a bright, clear, shin- 
ing light. Onr small army of a few

but in the spirit of solemn, and'at 
the same time, joyful, self-dedica- 
tioh. Those who have seen our men 
atithc front have no words to ex- 
pres,s their admiration for 
them;

The 
death rate'•among the wounded, and 
deaths from disease have been as- 
tonishingly small in this war, thanks 
to the efficient-.medical and cpmmis- 
sflrias) organization, and above all 
excellent nursing. In those things 
women have had the privilege of do- 
ing their part. 


The hospitals officered entirely by 


women with women doctors, .sur- 
geons and orderlies, as 
well 
as 


nurses, have been one of the new 
things in this war. The society with 
which I am connected, the National 
Union of Women's .Suffrage 
Soc- 


ieties, has sent out to France and 
Serbia many of these womens hos- 
pital units. We are now responsible 
for more than 100 beds and the sum 
subscribed already exceeds $250,- 
000. Our women doctors have earn- 
ed the very highest praise from the 
military and medical authorities un- 
der whom they have worked. Lord 
Methucn wrote of -the unit which 
visited Malta "They leave here bless- 
ed by myself, surgeons, nurses and 
patients alike, for they have proved 
themselves most capable and untir- 
ing workers."

The iron in the 
body tended to keep the red corpus- 
cles lively and a child with plenty of 
iron was bound lo have plenty of 
red blood and would not be dull. Dr. 
Geisel stated that iron as a medicine 
would not give the desired results 
but had to be obtained 
from

vegetable matter. 


"If you are teaching a 
primary 


grade," said Dr. Geisel," where the 
little fellows aspire to be great ball 
players, tell them that now is the 
time to start and inspire them with 
the idea that they must be big and 
strong and with the proper care and 
training in the health problem they 
will be strong and healthy." 


Dr. Geisel stated that she was 


trying to tell the teachers what she 
learned on the other side 
of the 


other side of the ocean that they 
might more readily grasp the mean- 
in" of better health iu relation to 
O 


school work. 


Dr. Geisel described the working 


of the microphytes in the blood. The 
microphyte, she stated, was the ac- 
tive part of the red blood that kills 
the germ and the microphyte will not 
work unless the body has plenty of 
fresh air. The teachers were urged 
to give the subject of health special 
attntion in the school room as the 
school room is the place where the 
future citizens of the country are 
being developed. 


Dr. Ellis talked on the general 


subject of "Word." lie pointed out 
the significance of words for prac- 
tical use and of the value for con- 
centrating though. Dr. Ellis pointed 
out the advantage of using words 
for the condensation of facts.
